The banking bill, which has been be-, 
fore the senate for the last two days, 
will come up for passage this morning 
and its adoption is practically assured. 

The measure has been approved by 
the joint banking commission, and is 
a question that has long been agitated. 
Many amendments have been added 
to the bill, but nothing materially dif- 
ferent in the construction of the act 
has been advanced, and it seems prod- 
able that it will go through practically 
as Originally introduced. 

Department of Banking. 

The bill provides for a creation of 
the department of banking and a com- 
missioner of banks and banking, 4” 
increase in the number of bank exam 
iners and the divorcing of the treas- 
urer and the banking department, a 
change which haa long been desiree 
The appointment of the commission 

of banking will be made by the 

He will receive a salary 
per annum and will serve 
a bond of $50,000. The super- 
intendent will have the power to ap- 
point an assistant at a salary of $2,000 
per year and one bank examiner for 
each seventy-five banks in the Stat: 
at a salary of $1,800 a year. 

The semi-annual examination ex- 
penses are to be paid by the banks on 
a specified scale ranging from $15 for 
banks with a capital of less than $25,- 
000 to $200 with banks with a capita! 
of more than $750,000, which fee is to 
be paid upon the inspectiqn of the 
bank. 

An important feature of the bill 
the provision which prohibits the loan 
of more than 30 per cent of a bank's 
capital to a single corporation. NO 
bank shall be issued a charter with 
less than $15,000 capital, and the pubd- 
lishing of a false statement is mac 
criminal libel. 

Must Meet Their Pledges. 

The certification of incorporation 
papers of banks by the banking com- 
missioner of banks its provided for, and 
the superintendent has the power of | 
making stockholders meet their 
pledges.

The provision put in the bill by Rep- 
resentative Adamson ‘when it was re- 
ported to the house, making it unlaw- 
ful for railroads to own and operate 
ships with which they might compete, 
has not yet been passed upon by the 
senate. That section has not yet been 
reached. 

Sharp differences of opinion have 
been manifested on the floor of the 
senate over the construction of the 
treaty. Those who wished to exempt 
American shipping have argued that 
they did not wish to violate the sol- 
emn obligation which the United States 
had entered into with’ Great Britain, 
but that the treaty did not prevent 
this country doing what she would 
with her own ships. 

The language of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty is that “the canal shall be open 
to the vessels of commerce and of war 
of all nations observing these rules On 
terms of entire equality.” Members of 
congress now contend this meang “all 
other nations,” and did not bind the 
United States not to favor her own 
shipping. 

Amendment by Hoke Smith. 

The senate tonight adopted an amend- 
ment offered by Senator Hoke Smith, 
providing that the only ships to be 
exempted from tolls were those en- 
Zaged “exclusively” in the coastwise 
trade. This would bar ships which en- 
gage partly in the foreign trade and 
are thus brought in competition with 
foreign ships. The vote wa s32 to 16. 

He added a provision that such ships 


, when exempted from the payment of 


tolls should relieve the government 
from all liability for damage to ship, 
passengers and crew while passing 
through the canal. 

As first introduced, the amendment
